What’s the most 
valuable major? 


NEW YORK Want to make $3.5 million? Major 
in engineering. 

That’s how much those who graduate with 
an engineering degree can expect to earn over 
a 40-year career, according to new Census Bu- 
reau data. 

Which major earns the least? Education, 
which comes in at $1.8 million. That’s even 
less than arts majors, who can expect to earn 
$2 million. 

Typical college graduates can expect to take 
home $2.4 million during their career. The 
Census calculated this data by taking the me- 


dian earnings for each group in various age in- 
crements between 25 and 64. 

Of course, the occupation one selects also 
affects earnings. Engineers working in man- 
agement earn $4.1 million over their life- 
times, while those working in education, only 
$1.8 million. Education majors who pursue 
computers or math jobs can earn $2.6 million, 
while those in the service sector make only 
$1.3 million—less than people with only high 
school degrees, the Census Bureau said. 

People with professional degrees earn the 
biggest bucks, $4.2 million.

Why dance and Iurch for nearly 
30 years? ’Cause this ts ‘Thriller’

Vincent Price was right: “No mere mortal 
can resist the evil of the Thriller” —even af- 
ter the funk of almost 30 years. 

Yes, 2013 will mark three decades since 
Michael Jackson’s “Thriller” video stalked 
into the national psyche and, eventually, 
into the Library of Congress as “the most 
famous music video of all time.” 

The zombie song-and-lurch remains as 
popular as ever because of a growing inter- 
est in learning the dance steps to perform at 
wedding receptions, school programs, flash 
mobs—even while killing time in prison, as 
a group of Filipino convicts did in 2007, in 
a YouTube video that’s garnered more than 
51 million views. 

“T don’t think ‘Thriller’ ever died, no pun 
intended,” said Monica Mohn, a former 
ballroom dancing champion in Minneapolis 
who is teaching more than a dozen “Thrill- 
er” classes this month, mostly through 
community education. Some students grew 
up with the video, but others weren’t even 
alive when it first aired Dec. 2, 1983. The 


current zombie craze also is a factor. 
But most, weirdly, credit weddings. 
Mohn recalled describing something in 
the video to one group, “and they looked at 
me and said, ‘What video?’ They only knew 


the dance from wedding receptions.” 

Over the years, some cities began staging 
“Thriller” re-enactments for Halloween. In 
2007, a dance event called Thrill the World 
began in Canada. More than 1,700 people 
in 17 countries participated, and the event 
has become an annual undertaking, with 
the added motivation of breaking the world 
record for simultaneously dancing zombies. 

“Tt strikes a chord with people,” Mohn 
said of the continuing popularity. Some 
people want to learn it for a specific oc- 
casion, while others just have it on their 
bucket list. “The best ones are the inter- 
generational groups, where you have the 
grandfather who has no idea what this is, 
with the mom who grew up with the song, 
who brings in her kids, and they’re all learn- 
ing it together.”

Xbox Music takes on iTunes

When Microsoft announced Xbox Music at 
this year’s E3 gaming expo, it sounded like an 
effort to become the next iTunes. 

New details show that the service, which 
began rolling out Tuesday on the Xbox 360 
system, aims to be a whole lot more. Micro- 
soft announced that the all-in-one service will 
feature streaming online radio (think Pando- 
ra), an ad-supported or paid subscription ser- 
vice (say, Spotify) and, yes, music purchasing 
(ala iTunes). 

The service will expand to the rest of the 
Microsoft product universe when its new 
operating system, Windows 8, is released 
Oct. 26, and will eventually be available on 
devices running Apple’s iOS and Google’s An- 
droid operating systems. 

“There are a lot of individual services that 
do a good job, but today there isn’t a service 
which can pull together the benefits of down- 
load-to-own, music subscription, or free 
streaming services,” Yusuf Mehdi, vice presi- 
dent of Microsoft’s interactive entertainment 
division, said in a written release. 

“With Xbox Music, what we wanted to do 
is bring all of that value in one simple, easy-to- 


use service, then build some additional value 
on top—make it really beautiful, and have it 
work across all of your devices.” 

With 30 million songs, Xbox Music is the 
world’s biggest music library, Microsoft says. 
Apple’s iTunes, by comparison, boasts more 
than 26 million songs. 

Like many new Microsoft products, Xbox 
Music is heavily dependent on Windows 
8. The operating system is designed to run 
equally well on PCs, tablets and smartphones, 
as well as the Xbox, which Microsoft has 
been pushing as an entertainment hub, not 
just a gaming console. Xbox SmartGlass, 
which the company also announced at E3, will 
let users control the TV, Xbox and other en- 
tertainment devices from a tablet or phone, 
using Windows 8. 

Xbox Music will come installed as a feature 
on Windows 8. Using cloud storage, it will let 
users transport music from one device to an- 
other. 

Perhaps taking a cue from Spotify, the mas- 
sively popular streaming service now linked 
to Facebook accounts, users will be able to 
stream unlimited music for free with ads or 
pay $9.99 per month for an ad-free version.
